@°o! owing the success of the Calgary Numismatic Society's coin show in April, the club 

executive has put together sixteen sets of the show woods. Each set consists of one regular 
wood plus nine autographed by each of the show committee chairmen. Nine of these sets have 
been sold, one each, to the show committee chairmen, one set has been placed in the club 
archives, one set was sold at the club's June auction (for a price of $31.00). The club 
executive will decide in the Fall how the sale of the remaining five sets will be handled. 
This completely depletes the club's supply of this wood, which was distributed to CAWMC 
members with the April issue of Timber Talk. Interestingly enough, the idea for the sets 
of autographed woods did not originate with a wooden money collector, but was suggested 
as a means of disposing of leftover woods and perhaps adding a bit more money to the show 
revenues. 


There appears to have been a lull in the issue of woods in western Canada for several years.
